But m toat rosecolored amd shadowy rogion
which we call the Fine Arts, comprising panting,
sculplure everaving, phologmaphy, and their oog-
nate pud kindrod bLranchos, we are not lar behind
our European neighbors. the arbsts of Forope
have reccntly sent some of the bt productions ol
thelr ar 1918 1o o godotsy, and fnd hore as just an
apprecistion and as remunerative prioes 4s in any
of the older nationniities. Our art education, hke
all our hfe, has beon pusbod forward with enorgy,
and wo have beoome oxperts and connplageurs while
yot in our minority, Good piotures wro roal edu-
oeators of the people, and as suon shoald be en-
couraged in cvery grade of soeloty.

Mr. James 8. Earle, the well-known deaior in plo.
tures ana works of art, visited Europe during the
past summer, and wiile there purchased a large
number of works of tue highest styie of art, which
are now on exhibition in the east galleries at the
Acndemy of Fing Arts, ‘The collection embraces
specimens trom the *chools of Berlin, Munioh, Dus.
suldort, Amateraam, Brussels, Darmstadt, aris,
London, Arnhelm, together with a large number o
fine compositions by native arasts, It will be recol-
looted that all these works were scleoted by Mr
Earle in person, and the collestion is & mounment to
his tasto, The oatalogue numbers 157 ploces, and
in avernee merlt they will compare fuvorably with
any that have boon disposed of in this ovuntry for
several vears,

O, Hoguet, one of the most popular Beriin artiats,
pontributes thirteen compositions, park in water
eolors aud part in o, the largest of whieh a8 vory
viv d and mmpressive marine, entitled OIF Broast,"'
with a4 view of the light house, The forcground s &
quiet sea, with odd looking vessos skiltully locatod
for effuct. Nos 87 and 38 are compamesn piotures,
reprosenting a summer gseeno 1o Heliozoaud and the
olifls near Huyre, Those are exquisito In design and
fivish, and are thought to be the very flnest Hoguels
1o this country. The “Fish Market ot Lyons,” and
the “Market Day at Ghent,” are in the best style ol
this artist, but his finest in this colleotion is the
rugged scda-coust scone,with its pecullar colored rocks,
ol Normandy, The water ¢o oré are all imbued with
his Lest spirit,

Carl Huoner, of Dusseldorl, presents a picture
which will be popular in this country, It is a stal-
wart soldier taking leave of kis parents and sister as
he goes to Join his regiment i the Union army, As
an opisodoe of the war, it will command tho atteation
snd admirastion of our art buyers, Mr. Hubuor was
among the first of the Germau artists to appreciate
the dramatic feature ot the great struggle, aud his
penol has heretofore Leen employed upon kindresd
topies, The pleture was bought directly from the
artist for twenty-five hundred dollars i gold,

A very large sized upright picture, five toet thres
jnohes in height, by Kawassey, 18 one of the most
{mportant piotures on the walls it represents Monte-
Morrn, in (e passes of the Alps, The noble subjeot
is handled with o masterly sonch, The Alps, a8 a
general rule, have been over-doeno, but this s purely
original, and will be recognized by all who have
been beneath the shadows of Mout Blane, In
soloring, finish, and perfection of dotail, this noble
gompo¥itiah can scarealy be surpassed, and he willbo
a fortupate individual who comes Into possession
of it; ita prico in Evrope was two thousand dollnrs,
“Littlo Ked Riding Hood,” by C, Bosch, of Dussal-
dert, is » charming picce of coloring, Ihoe little girl
meots the woll 1n a sequestered spot im the forest,
and with wlfantile myocence makes friends with ver
dangerous nelghbor. “Littie Red Riding Hood" 14
& man el of porfeet grace: the light is o mangged o
to bathe her completely in du atmosphere of beauty
The subject is trite, but it will reruind all of tho story
thnt hnuuted our enildhood,

C. Kneghoff, of Queboc, hns two flue pletures
ealled respectively “The Farwer’s Return,” aud
#Thoe Sledding Party,"” which give the observer a
very correct idea of Coanndian life in winter,

One ol the gems of the exhibition is the borders o
“Como,” by Schlicht, of Munich. The picoe isslmple
in composition, but rich In coloring, A glimpse of
the lake through weodland scenery, betokens a rare
and laetle use of the brush, >

Very Irish, and very beantifully coneelved ana
excouted, 18 the “Harvesting Beene in County Doag-
gal,” by Mr, Falconer, recently of Dublin, but who
has loeated for the presont in Philadelphin, If this
new artlst sustaing buansel! in the production of such
pieces a8 these, he will not be long in buliding up a
